Vandiver, Chalker 


Offer Good Ideas 


Lieut. Gov. Ernest Vandiver again has 
eaid he is in favor of some sort of perma- 
nent economy committee to ride herd on 
the state government. The term of the 
present legislative economy committee 
expires Dec. 1. 

Addressing the West End Kiwanis 
Club, the lieutenant governor announced 
he believed Georgians are paying all the 
taxes they can stand and that economy 
should come before new tax levies. 

Mr. Vandiver bravely mentioned edu- 
cation as the field most ripe for economy 

nd pointed out that 52 cents of every 
tax dollar goes to the support of the 
state’s two separate but equal systems. 

There has been considerable sound and 
fury over economy during the last year 
and a half, but very little has been done 
toward saving actual dollars and cents. 

A notable exception has been the 
State Parks Department which has -cut 
its payroll and announced plans for the 
state to stop operating some of its con- 
cessions that lose money. 

Parks Director Roy Chalker also re- 
quested to surrender part of his empire, 
a park in the middle of the Okefenokee 
swamp which the state bought for $27,500 
in 1953. The park, Mr. Chalker explained, 
has no visitors, but requires a caretaker 


and other overhead expenses. A_ state 
official voluntarily renouncing part of 


his domain is a refreshing sight. There 
are others who might follow Mr. Chalk- 
er’s example to the profit of the state. 
Why did the state buy this inaccessi- 
ble piece of swamp? Well, that 1s water 
over the dam, but a permanent commit- 
tee of sharp-eyed watchdogs, such as 
Lieut. Gov. Vandiver suggests, might put 
a stop to such purchases in the future. 


Mr. Dulles’ Side Trips 
Will Be Heard Irom 


These side-trips that Secretary of 
State Dulles has been making while at- 
tending the Big Four foreign ministers’ 
meeting are intriguing. They also have 
a meaning that will be disclosed in the 
months to come. 

For one thing, it appeared odd when 
Mr. Dulles showed up in Madrid as guest 
of Generalissimo Franco, True, we have 
bases under construction there—bases for 
which Franco drove a tough bargain. 

But the real reason Mr. Dulles went 
to Madrid, say inside reports, is that the 
West has about decided to woo Spain into 
NATO to offset the diversion of more 
than half the French army to North 
Africa. Western statesmen are also .after 
more manpower to offset the slowness in 
West German rearmament and the huge 
reservoir ‘of Communist millions behind 
the Iron Curtain. 

The maneuverings, say the experts, 
will result in a strengthening of NATO 
after failure of the Geneva conference. 
West German rearmament will be speeded 
up and the NATO Council will move in 
to settle such disputes as the Cyprus ques- 
tion and France's troubles in Africa. 

More about all these developments 
will be heard in the months to come as 
the cold war once more moves into high 
gear. The alternative is to surrender to 
the Communists by default—the objec- 
tive of the Kremlin’s campaign of smiles.

Mr. Funston pointed out that while 
corporations are giving more and more 
. money to education each year—a form of 


enlightened self-interest—the real work 
of saving private schools. is up to their 
4,500,000 alumni for the nation’s corpora- 
tions don’t have the kind-of money that 
the schools need. 

Here again America is fortunate with 
its dual system of education. We have 
public schools for everybody and private 
schools for those who prefer them, a sort 
of educational system of checks and bal- 
ances. 

State supported schools by nature 
must fairly well confine their teaching to 
what the taxpayer already believes. But 
a private school can experiment with- 
out regard for the prejudices of an ap- 


‘ 


propriations committee, and through ex- 
perimentation perhaps add something new 
to the sum of human knowledge. 

Private schools, if they are denomina- 
tional, add another dimension to Ameri- 
can education. They can teach the kind of 
morality and religion that public schools 
should not touch. 

The United States is lucky to have 
these two complementary systems, for in 
fields where one may fail the other excels. 
In our concern over the plight of public 
education, let’s not forget the troubles of 
the non-tax supported institutions and 
the very real functions they perform.

Duke's offense 
seems to have dropped off after a good start, but Navy was 
soundly thumped by Notre Dame last week and teams that lose 
to the Irish seldom win the next Saturday. 

About the only games expected to have a direct bearing on 
conference title races are Mississippi State-Auburn in the South- 
eastern and Baylor-Texas and Southern Methodist-Texas A&M in 


Mississippi State shares the lead with Mississippi in its 
league, but once-beaten Auburn isn’t out of the title and bowl 
picture. Texas A&M, ineligible for a post-season bowl, is un- 
beaten in the Southwest while Texas, SMU and idle Texas 
Christian (No. 10 nationally), are one-game losers. — 

Other games of special interest are the 48th in the ancient 
Big Three series between Harvard and Princeton, the 4ist and 
presumably the last between Army and Yale, Syracuse vs, 
Penn State. Tulane vs. Alabama, Kentucky vs. Vanderbilt, In- 
diana vs. Ohio State, Minnesota vs. lowa, Washington vs. Cali- 
fornia and Stanford vs. Southern California. 

An indication of the high esteem of the fans for these tradi- 
tional clashes is that some 70,000 are expected to turn out for 
the Yale-Army: game, which can neither affect Yale’s share of 
the Ivy League lead nor establish twice-beaten Army as a rank- 
ing football power.
